‘It appears that the Government at home having allowed 
that the limitation as to the size qf vessels employed in the Bast 
Jadia Trade, formed part of the contract between them and the 
Company, aad the sanction of the Coart of Proprietors was. 
therefece, necessary to take off that limitation, the Bill for the 
regulation ef the India Trade has in eousequeace been postponed 
till the next session of Parliament, 

This wes considered a good opporianity te arge the claim 
of the Iadih Shipping to a full British Registry, aad of the Sugars 
of India to aa equalization of dulics on heme eomsumption. 


Resolations, therefore, were agreed to, by the persons in- 
terested ia these impertent questidns, explanatory of theie views 
upon the eceasion ; and on the subject being brought before the 
Coast of Proprietors on the 9th of Jane, sa animated diseassion 
teok place, and the amendments moved by Mr. Forbes, eonsiat- 
ing of Resolutions foended on these just allaied to, were adopt- 
ed by the Court of Directors and carried anesimeousty.

teaded to be given up, without any reciprocal stipalation in fa- 
vour of Rast India Bhipping which remain ae heretofore depriv- 
od of 8 general British Register. 


7th.—That the Segara from Biitich India ere charged with

duty levied on West India Sugars, and that soch additional duty

Sth.—-Thet the mode by which the Act ict ond 2d, Gee. 4th 
Cap. 106, is about to be enforced by the Customs, imposing & lave 
ther additional Duty of Gs. per owt. (in all ity ewt.) on Bengal 
White Sugars by desominatiag them Claged Sugars, will alti. 
mately caciude the bae white India Bugers alse from the home 
make, 
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Oth.—That the chief ground on which the West Iedians 
rested their claim (to protecting daties, was their being sficoted 
by the restrictions of the Colonial System from which the East 
ladies is exemied. 


10.—That this Meeting, always prepared to question the 
justice and expediency of such protecting duties even during the 
existence of these Colonial ns, now that the wisdom of 
the Lezislatere has relieved the West indies from aff the practi- 
cal injuries occasioved thereby, must consider themselves justly 
entitled te call for the repeal of the said protecting duties. 


lith.—That the claims of the West Indies arising from their 
alleged tmvostment of capital ia the eultivationand manufactures

home market, will prove most impolitio and injurious, and will

Merchants, Manufactarers, Ship Owners or Anvcuitants, 


13th.—That as concerns the Natives of British India, by de- 
priving them to the best market for a great and valuable pro- 
duction of their soll by impeding the nataral course of their in- 
dustry, alresdy diverted from tlieir Native Manafecturer ia con- 
sequence of the exclasion of those fabrics from the home market 
by heavy deties, and shove all by preventing ihe developement 
of the vast resources of British India by Britich skill and cnpi- 
tal, the exclasion of East India Sugars is equally impolitic 
aad unjust, 

J4th.—That by preventing that mutaal interchange of res- 
pective commodities by which alone @ profitable Trade between 
two Covatries is maintaioed by enhancing the price of the raw 
matorial to the British ReGiner, and by narrowing ia consequence 
the consumption of so important ao article as Sugar, the ¢xelu- 
sion of East India Sugars injures the growing trade with Todia, 
impedes the progress of our Refiners, and affecta the com/losts 
of every class of the community. 


16th.—That thie Meoting earnestly call upeo the Coert of 
Proprietors, as the natural protectors of British Todia, to insist 
on a récipresity of advantages being granted to Bast India 
Shipping and Bast India Sagars, before they concede any part of 
their chartered rights, 
16th. —That thie Meeting pledge themsctves to ase every 
exertion to obtain these objects, and they confidently appeal to 
the Merchants, Manefacturers, and Ship Owners interested in the 
Tadia trade, to the Civil and Military Servants of the Compaer, 
and jastly, to the great body of the people fer their support, ia 
& cause 80 jast and so universally important,

Maberly, Bilice, Ricardo, and Broaghem. Mr. Meberiy sald 
the Grat thing which strack him in the estimate of the probable 
am ountof the iacome and expenditare for 1893, which the Right 
Me po.

Bilice observed, wiih respect te the Chancelier of the Bzcbe- 
qucr's Sinking Fuad, “that it did certainly appear there was a 
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sorpins apperentig on the amount of about Give millions—ba 
how was it made ep! In the firet place by twe and 0 half milli- 
oos taken from the dead weight; in Ge next of 1,900,000/. 
either borrowed in actual money of the Bast India Company, or 
of Stock, on whieh they had fomerly paid the Dividends, and on 
which the public wore in futere to pay them, a new charge being 
created on the Consolidated Fund of 700,0001, per annem for this 
object! and, lastly, by an addition, admitied is olf bis shuffling 
by the Chancellor of the ExeSequer, of one million to the an- 
funded debt ia Exchequer Bills: Ia this way the whole surplus, 
errather more, was aecounted for, and in the same way they 
would bud the account would stand ia the ensuing year. Then 
came the serious addition to the enfunded debt, to pay off the 
dissentient holders of Five per Cent. Stock. Wasitwise after 
all theiy previous cxperienés, te continee, merely for the gratif- 
cation of ihe Rt. How. Gentieman, thie system ef bolstering ap 
the Funds, by raising money to redeem Steck ot GQeor 61, which 
they might ageie have te fend at a lower price l’ With respect 
\o the diminishing our Panded, while we ineressed our Unfunded 
Debt, Mr. Riearde observed, “if he were ealied epon for an 
opinion, be skenld reco mmend a dinmetsieally eppesite course 
of proceeding.” 

We may observe io passing, that hewerer mach we agrea 
with Mr. Maberiy as to the misgoverament ef ma!-admivisiaties 
of Ireland, we think he attached toe mech impertanece to the mat- 
ter of abséntees. If Ireland were as it ought to be, the absence 
of Laadholders would pe more be felt there than in any other 
eountry.—A judicial system altogether enfit for Ivish society and 
various other causes have hitherto prevented the improvement 
of that country, and the application of capital tothe soil; and 
the wretched cottage system has calied into being, at least the 
donbie of the bands that would be required ooder aa improved 
system of Agricuitaxe, How could these hands be disposed of 
were Ireland to be parcelied out in farms of not leas than one 
buodred acres, the smallest size compatible with any thing ke 
tolerable Husbandry? It is sot possible for the Landhelders to 
find them in work ia such a case, were there not to be a single 
Absentee. The Intreduction of menufactares might indeed do 
much, and if the country should ever become tranquil, we have 
no dowbt that the cheapaess of labour will draw manufacturers to 
the Seuth of Iretand. In the course of time proprer employ- 
ment might be feand for perhaps @ greater population thae the 
present. 2 

The dficnity of disposing of a great pepalation has been ex- 
pertenced ia ether coantricg besides Ireland, Aa istelligent 
writer of Baden states, that in several of the wine districta on the 
Rhine, the laod might be employed to more advantage to the 
owners, in a different species of cultivation, but the vine culture 
ompleys three timeses many bands as any ctber, and it would be 
impossible to dispose of the superfuces hands. 


We de not see why an Irish landierd should be more bound to 
reside on his property than an English of @ Scots landlord. These 
are matters which ought to be left to individeel inclination. It 
is diferent witha Clergymaa—Is ie his duty to reside in his 
parish, and it is positively eri mioal in him te abandon bis charge. 


Vet eben the com meres of land is (ree, it is the return, and 
the return alone that is takes inte consideretion. A man buys 
withoet seraple land ia different parts of the three kingdoms 
withoet, of coarse, intending to reside on all bis purcheses. The 
notions of a feada! age bave been, in thes ease, impreperiy irace- 
ferred tea very different car.— Morning Chronicle. 


Successes of the Greels.— We bave’ received the follewing 
Letter from Zante, vader cover from Anecens, announcing the 
eaptere of Patras, ee. afier some severe Gghtiag, terminating ia 
Brilliant vierories in favor ef the Greeks :— 


& Peay, June 15.—Ae Aastrian Vease! being on the point of 
departure for Anéona, 1 avail myself of the came teforward the 
present, as jou will probably cet it quicker than threegh the 
regular post. 2 have te inform you, that the Cuanrrccees brig of 
War, Capt. Bdes, arrived bere yesterday, from Corinth and 
Patras, aad sailed again this morsing, for Corfe. Tt appears 
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certain she brings aceoents of great importance as respects the 
affairs of the Terks and Greeks ia the Morea. From whail 
have been able to learn, it appears that the Fortress of Patras 
has at leagth bee’ Waheo by tbe Greeks on the 11th Inst. and 
subsequently the Castle of Morea, afier a severe and decisive 
Battle between Celocetroci, the Greek Field-Marsbaf, and You- 
soul and Mebmet, Pashas. [i is well known that Colocetroni 
bad been besieging Patras for epwards of two months, and that 
he had eader bis orders about 13,000 men; about three weeks 
siece a Freach Bombarde touched bere on ber way from Mar- 
seilies for the Morea, baviag fifteen Oficers on board to enter 
the Greck service ; it appeare they joined Colocotroni, and 
about the same time thai General was reiaforeed by 3,000 Greeks 
from Gastoani. ander Georgio Sessiai, Several previous skir- 
miches had taken place between the Greeks and Mehmet and 
Yousouf Pashas, whe had ander their orders about 7OO0 men, 
mostiy frem Constantinople, bat there was no decided advantage 

ined on either side. On the Lith the two Pashas united their 
Farese and came inte the plain ef Patras; Colocotronl was 
prepared to receive them, and dispaiched Sessiai’s Corps of 
2000 men to tho rear of the Castle of Patras. The Battle took 
place between St, Andrea, ow the seashore and tho Monastery of 
Gerocemio, abou (wo miles inland ;°i( was sustained with great 
fury ov both sides for several hours; at last, the Greeks aue- 
eceded ia putting to fight the Turkish Cavalry, which caused 
such consternation that the reat of the Torks eommenced a pre- 
eipitate retreat, against every ¢ffort of the Pashas to prevent the 
same and abandoned six brass feld-picces. Colocotroai per- 
sued, bie advagtage, and in thie jenctare the Corps of Sessini 
alvaneed from their station, and actually entered the gates 
of the Fortres of Patras at the time the Turka were doing 
eo; the former having got possession ef the gates, the 
Turks where dismeyed on every side, and took the read to 
the Castle of Morea, distant about six miles, a lodgmentin 
the fortress being eBected by the Greeks, the Tarke left as the 
gearcd susseadered oo the arrival of Colocotroni. There wore 
eoly aboot th:ee boadred Suliotes, and a creet number of women 
end children, al! ef whom have been respecied. It is said there 
were found about thirty exnnon movoted, and several disaiount- 
ed: a Jarge quantity of ammapition and several cargves of provi- 
sions; also the treasure of Mehmet Pasha, ameuuting to 30.000 
machmoudies inreld, The Greck lose wae severe, occasioned 
privci, ally by the Turkish Artillery ; it is estimated that about 
twe huadrced mea were kiiled, and upwards of four hundred and 
fifiy woyaded; among the latter was Colecotroni himself, by a 
musket-bail io the arm, bet not at all dangerously. Tie Turkish 
louse eas very great; about seven baudred men were left dead or 
woended ea the Geld, and acarly four hendred were made Pri 
eovers in the parsvit. These stated that Mehmet Pasha recieved 
two bails in the thigh, aod that the Belictar Aga and Dilli Bashee 
of Yousoufl Pasha were killed 


Colpestroul dispatehed about 10,000 men the next day to 
the Castie of Mores, ender the orders of bis nephews; but the 
Pashos had resolved not te stand an essanit, end bed embarked 
with the remainder of their troops, provisions, ammunition, and 
families on board the vetscis betenging to Yousoufl Pasha aad 
the Tarkish transperts which came from Constantinople. Upon 
the anpreach of the Greeks they fired the magazine, bat it did not 
take full effeet, only blowing up the jsterier of the fortress. |The 
Greeks thea entered, aud the two Pasbes sailed, it is eupposed, 
for Karea or Noy oli di Romania.

It affords as, however, unsyeable satisiae- 
teen te dissipate these sinister ferebedings, aod to state, whieh 
we de epoo the unexceptionadle authority of the Spanish Papers 
of the 6b instant, thet the Caase ef Liberty bas received e most 
siguel and splcadid triumph.

** Londen, Monday, duly Ub 1632, Madrid, Julg 0— Whee, 
at the conclusion ef ous last namber, ee declared, that Madrid 
could sot leng cantique je the state in ebieh ii thea waa, the 
battalions of the rebcilieuws Guards bad alrendy matured (hele 
plans for the [uifliment of our prophecy. The quiet that reigned 
in the City, they attributed to weakness; protestations which 
they made, andthe capitulation which they proposed, were a 
stratagem to lull aste sicep, and inapisre confidence, —— They 
meditated projects af vengeance, and expeqied, that the chaing 
which they were preparing for vs, shonld be seviled ia the blood 
of their prethero, But Heaven bas discongeried their iniquit- 
oon plans, and the rebels have reecived the punishment due to 
perjury —bat we preceed to relate all that has ocowrred ; —At 
three in the morning, the battalions of the Guards which were ia 
the Prado entered Madrid by the gate of Conde-duque ; their 
pias, as itappears, was there to separate themselves into three 
divisions, ont of which was to attack the park of artillery, the 
other todisarm the Natiodal Milita, whieh wae sunoamped in 
the Square of the Consination, and the other ta tebe posses- 
sion of the Paer del Sel, (the gate ef ihe Bue,) and the voads 
leading to it. The pian was vot ili contrived, it was only neecea- 
easy ta ils Crcecution that the brave soldiers whe kept the park 
of artillery, deeliae defending li, and that the National Militie 
should be defeated, Thus it heppened, that of the three pre. 
joots, only ihe ibied comid be exeeuied; bat the ocoupation of 
that pest, net being sapperied by the success of other part of their 
design wa2 of no valve to them, end rendésed theis subsequent 
defeat the more disasicous, The beatiaiiva destined io atisck 
the park of artillery, dispersed, from whet motive js not knowe ; 
at hearing the Gret gene fired in the siveet of La Lana, and the 
eshortaticons of the officers wese insufficiont to seatrain the sel- 
diers, eho, wishing te retreat, it eppeers, by the @ey they enter 
ed, dispersed in disosder through the woods of La Menicia. 


“Te this dispersion, Dow Lovis Moo, ae Officer of the 
Guards, was taken prisoner, He offered his watch and twelve 
ounces of gold to the Peasant ebo deteined him, bot the disin 
terested patriot refused, and conducted bim (o the park of artillery 


“ The division which attacked the Square of the Cobstiiu- 
tion displayed grest courage, bat they bad to deal wlth enemies 
worthy not only fo ecowthat with them, bet with the rot Soldlers 
of Berope, The Rebels paid for their rashaoss in dying by the 
beads of the hercie Nations! Melitis. After e® shen eratest they 
Ged, ead were pureved ajpng the cond leading te ithe Pulses 
sivew-ng the way with theirs coscases. The presempiion of these 
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two divisions having been chastised on the spot, it remained te 
dislodge that which entirely occapied the Peerta dei Sel, and

Things were in this state when a Deputation from the losercenta 
passed to the Hall of the Cortes, in which the Permanent Depe- 
tation were then sitting, in company with certain Members eof the 
City Corporation offering to sarreeder their arms. 


“ The result was, that in foar hears after, the two battalions 
which had eceupied tho palace, retired with their arma, ene to 
Leganes aad the other to Vieaiviro, aod those of the Prado, whe 
had fled thither, retired without arms to quarters allotied to them. 


** Thas itis evident, that though the contagion bad spread 
very extensively among the Guards, there were many who follow- 
ed upon compulsion, or from a false sense of honor, the party of 
their seducersa, Many of them, however, presented themselves 
immediately, and passed over to their quatters with acclamations 
for the Constitetion. 


* Others of them, without doubt, distrusting the generosity 
ef their Conquerors, of accused by their consciences of past 
crimes, had the temerity to contiowe the contest, and commenced 
a rusoiog fire near the Gate of La Vega. They were pursued, 
however, by the National Militia, who pet them to flight, and 
ecaptered many of them.

From the preceding statement, it will be seen that the eri 
mieel intentions of the Rebels have been most nobly frustrated 
by the heroism of the People; and our pleasere, we own, is not 
a little heightened by the deep disappointment which the news 
will bave caused among the Ulirae in France, aed the Serviles 
in Bagleaad.

Whate pity it is that the magneni- 
mity of the Spanish People will vot allow them te teduige in 
these most delighful dreams, Even Morille, epon whom they 
enloulated, and who, they snid, had cast a personal affront ca 
General Riego— even Moritlo headed the Nationa! Militia against 
the Guards ef the King. On the authority of « Private Letter 
transmitted te as with the Madrid Papers, we are enabled to 
atate the names of tho Generals who had taken part against the 
Geerds. These were, Morillo, who led ea the Militia, Ricgo, 
Baliasteros, Alava, and Zayas, 

© Ht te important to bear ia mind that all these Offcers 
though of distinet aad very bostile parties ia polities, lost sight 
of ali such distinctions in the moment of danger. and anited to 
defend the Constitation, The loss of the Guards is anid to bave 
amoeownied to 300 men. 


Tee Reader wil! not [ail te remark, that in the preeediar 
aorouut thé weme of the Ame doce net once creur. It ts not, there 
fore, tree, as hae been reported, that his Majests put himaeif at 
thre head of the Militia, Nor, on the other baad bas be taken 
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pert with the Rebels. Like King Arthar in Ton Thumb his 
Majesty was resolved to keep ia a whole skin. The nexi fatelli- 
genec from Madrid will be very important, jiaasmuch as it will, 
ao doubt, describe the ences which goasi result from this 
conflict, If it shall appear that his Majesiy abetted the Rebels, 
as the former accounts weeld lead es to suspect, we do aot see 
how it is possible for the Spanish People te coutiaue ander his 
rule. The Pablic may be assured, that as we have hitherto 
takes the lead in commanicatiag the earliest intelligence to the 
People of this Country, we shall continac to do so. On our 
parts, no expense or exertion shall be apared, in order to reader 
Tuc Dustin Bvesine Post still more werthy of the station it 
bas so long occupied at the Press of Ireland. 

We subjoio a Letter from our regolar Correspondent, 
which the bibbers of Port Wine eill Gad well worthy their at- 
tentive perusal :— 

“ London, July 15, 1622.—Yoa qill doubticss bave attended 
to the qeestion pat by Mr. Stwart Wortley to the Marquis of 
Londonderry, respecting the iscrease of duties oa British Goods 
imported leto’Portagal, The answer of the Noble Lord was, as 
a matter of course, prepared, for Mr. Wortley is his particalar 
friead, and constant as well as most efficient supporter, 20 that 
leaving ordinary courtesy aside, there was no surprise ia the case, 
The Marquis(of Londonderry said, that he should vot wonder ifthe 
result of the mezociation sow on foot turned out to be unsatigfec- 
tory,‘aod that shea bis Honorable Friend might bring the subject be- 
fore the House. The fact is, that the Portuguese Representative 
at this Court, has endeavoured to exonerate his Government from 
the responsibility of inereasing the Daties, aad therefore, to avoid 
making reparation, by throwing the onus upon the Cortes. His 
reply bas been, “that ia Representative Governments the Execa- 
tive had not a eontrol over the acts of the Legislative Assemblies, 
aod are obliged to abide by the Laws as they were passed. Ia 
the preseat instance the Cortes had imposed the additional duty, 
ead his Goverament could only enforce it.” On these grounds, 
therefore, an unsetigfactory result is anticipated te peadiag the 
wegociations, and on the same grounds has Mr. Wortley bees 
encouraged to bring the subject before the House, should that 
anticipation prove correct, I understand it is the intention of 
Ministers to retaliate ia exact accordance with the reply of the 
Portaguese Embassy. This, like Portugal, is a Representative 
Geverbmest, and oar Legisiatare will be made use of forthwith 
to double ihe doty en Portugal Wises, shea the Cortes may 
take its alternative. You will perevive this is an adoption of 
the United States poliey oo similar occasions.—When Forciga 
Powers alter their Commercial Regulations with America— 
America makes the same alteration in its Commercial Regulations 
with them, aod on that principle continves to act subseqeentiy. 
Eves if I had not excellent authority for this information, it is se 
evidently, what the reason of the case dictates. and the answer of 
the Marquis of Londonderry saggests, that its correctness cannot 
be called ia doubt. 

There is bet one opiaioe here respecting the sews from 
Spaie, which has ceased so much iaterest ead ansiety. All think 
aed say that Ferdinand will, inthe end, come te the block! The 
mutiny of the Royal Guards is only a step to it. The proceed- 
tage of the Military and the Cortes before that event, all tcaded 
the same way. The disbanding of the regular Troeps and the 
Gaards, to substitate Militia, were mere prelimiasrics to the 
object ia view. The present mating will mest probably, hasten 
the erisis, bat less than civil wer aad bloodshed ia abeodance 
cannot be expected. These I give you ee the genctal opision 
among the political cireles hare best able to jadge. Comparisons 
too are draws betweee what is now passingia Spain aud what 
passed io France at the begianiag of the Revolution. For my 
own part, 1 confess, it seems as if Ferdicand'’s Throne was oo 
slippery groand, and his head sat very frm. Showld that be so 
what wi! be the effcet on therest of Earope?!!! France, Na- 
pies, Piedmont, Ansicia, Germany, ke. are mere trembling 
masses of sappressed igagerrection, and their Governments 
endeavouring to stand cineve delase, A civil warin Spaia would 
eet the whole on Gre, sed Heaves oaly krow: when the coa- 
Gagration would stop.

“THE BUDGET. 


The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER rove te address the 
bouse, bet seoke ia te low « tone of vice, that it was impessible, ia 
mony places, to collect bis observations with exactness, He comme 
his speech by declaring, that it might be thoaght requisite for him te 
make some apology te the bevse for sabmitting to it the general state 
of the Guancial operations of the year, before it bad acceded to a large 
portion ef the estimates which it was generally thenght eeceeeary to 
pase previowsly to aay winding =p of the statement of the pablic expen- 
divwce. Jt bad generally been deemed proper to ge throagh the whole 
of the votes of sapply kefere the waye and meass were sabmitted to the 
house, containing the statement of the eperations ef teance by winch 
they were to be substantiated. He war obiiged, however, to make that 
statement on the present eceasion, ewing to the late period to @hich the 
session had beee protracted by vasious circametances. Each side 
of the beuse moteally charged the other with being the cause of 
delay; bat withent staying to lequire to which in them it eoght te 
be atfribated, be shoald take it fer granted thet they were ail agreed 
te let the peblic basiness preceed heucetorth with es little Interrapti 
on as possible, He coeld asenre the howse that bie statement conld 
not be deferred any longer without great jucoeventeuce to the public 
jaterest. Ta the first place, he thonght it desirable that the goverai 
statement of finaece showid b= sebmitted to Parliament befere the arti- 
wal of that period of the year ia which its members generally left their 
resideness ia Leadon for the coaniry ; and iu the second place be bad to 
inform them, with refereace to his pubiie dety, that it was secessary 
that the ways and means should be voted before the bth ef July, The 
house was aware that the sinking fuad, aceordiag to the resolution, pass 
ed in 1819, and confirmed inthe present eeasion, wes only voted trem 
the Sih of Jely in eae veer to the Sth of Jaly in the went. Now the sink.
